Paris, 
Jan. 
26.— The 
floods 
have 
brought disaster to a large part ol 
France. 
The ordinarily modest and 
peaceful Seine is now a raging torrent 
and rising at the rate of more than 
half an inch an hour. 
As it furiously 
rushes seawards it sounds the message 
of increasing misery and destruction 
Occasional reports from the Seine’s 
affluents saying they were beginning 
to fall have proved incorrect, for they 
are rising steadily, and the official es 
timate is that the Seine w ill be at 
least fifteen inches higher before the 
flood subsides. 
The victim s of the flood numbei 
more than 100,000 and the monetary 
loss 
is 
incalculable. 
Thousands 
oi 
poor are hopelessly ruined and are 
fleeing to Paris. 
The government by 
urgent 
measure 
has 
requisitioned 
army and navy m aterial to house the 
sufferers and boats for the rescue of 
the stricken, as well as those im pris­ 
oned in the houses in the flood centers 
on all sides of Paris. 
The region of inundation is steadily 
enlarging and villages in scores of 
places are completely submerged, the 
people fleeing for their lives and aban 
dining everything. 
In many cases the 
soldiers 
have 
been obliged 
to 
use 
force in compelling the inhabitants to 
evacuate their homes. 
Hundreds of 
them refused to leave, clamoring only 
for food and water. 
In Paris the situation is rapidly be­ 
coming 
worse, 
the 
floods 
sparing 
I either the rich nor poor. 
The flood is insidiously invading the 
compactly built area on either side of 
fhe Seine, undermining the residences 
and public buildings and forcing the 
evacuation of many houses. 
A ll the 
streets in one arrondissement in the 
southeastern 
section 
are 
running 
rivers. 
Every hour helps to complete 
the tieup of the telephone, telegraph 
t-nd railroads. 
The subway and train 
service are diminishing, and in every 
section gas and electric lights are fa il­ 
ing 
Paris Practically Cut Off. 


Paris is practically cut e ft' south and 
west, and if the present conditions 
continue the question of food supplies 
w ill 
become 
menacing. 
The 
senate 
unanimously adopted an appropriation 
of $400,000 for national relief, and va­ 
rious societies are sending out calls 
for aid. 
The public fund for this pur­ 
pose is swelling. 
President Faillieres 
heads the list with $4,000. 
The Roth 
schilds h ive given $20,000, the Bank 
of France $10,000 and the Banque de 
Paris at des Pays-Bas $10,000. 
The entire population of lory Sur 
Seine and adjacent places, which are 
completely covered with water, is in a 
desperate state. 
Only the tops of the 
houses at A lfortville are visible, the 
water averaging tw elve feet in the 
streets. 
A t this place .’’..OOO persons 
have been rescued in boats, and 20,000 
others from this section have found 
safety by their own efforts. 
in many towns along the rivers the 
houses are collapsing and the wreck­ 
age is whirled off in the stream. 
The 
rescue wrork at A lfortville was ham­ 
pered by lack of light. 
There were 
weird scenes as the boats, aided now 
and then by the glare of a searchlight, 
were rowed here and there, respond­ 
ing to calls for help. 
But the rescuers had more to con­ 
tend with than the turbulent waters. 
Groups of Apaches had gathered and 
soon were engaged in the work of 
piracy. 
They seized several of the 
boats and robbed rescued and rescuers 
I like. 
In some cases they entered the 
houses and carried on their depreda­ 
tions. 
Finally a force of soldiers ap­ 
peared on the scene and drove off the 
looters. 
There were many cases of drowning 
and death to the aged and sick as a 
result of shock and exposure.

the house and in conversation with his 
wife, said: 
‘‘This idea that carbolic acid is a 
poison is all a mistake. 
It is an ap 
petizer and at the same time aids di 
gt stion." 
Mrs. Oberg took an opposite view 
end contended the acid Is one of th* 
H ost deadly of poisons. 
To show that 
he had confidence in his assertion, Mr 
Oberg added: 
“ I took some this morning in the in 
terest of science, and can do the sain* 
thing now,” and suiting the action tc 
the word, he pulled a partially filled 
bottle from his vest pocket, removed 
the cork and took a swallow of the 
acid. 
An instant later Oberg was in con 
vulsions, and an hour later he wa* 
dead. 


Automobile Unable to Depress Num­ 
ber or Value of Rival. 


Washington, Jan . 26.— In spite of 
the greatly increased use of the auto­ 
mobile the self-propelling vehicle has 
been unable to depress either in num- j 
hers or value its rival, the Am erican , 
horse. 
W ith automobiles coming into 
common use the price of horses, ac-1 
cording to a statement by the crop 
reporting board of the department of 
agriculture, rose from an average of 
$95.64 apiece In 1908 to $108.19 a head j 
in 1909. 
In numbers the horses of the 
United States increased from 20,640,-' 
OOO to 21,040,000. 
Incidentally the report, which gives 
the number and value of farm animals 
In the United States on Jan. I, 1910, 
discloses the fact that the high price 
of beef is in the smallest degree due 
to a decrease in the number of range j 
cattle 
Only a slight falling off in 
range cattle is shown from the fig 
ures of the previous year, while there 
has been an increase in the number 
of 
horses, mules, milch 
cows 
and 
sheep. 
Hogs, however, have lost In 
numerical strength.

Cool Sailor O bjected to K not In R e s­ 
cuing Line—Fixed It Before Rescue. 
Michael Henry Ryan, an able sen- 
! man on the American liner Philadel­ 
phia, who was recently washed over­ 
board by a wave and picked up iii 
nine minutes during a westerly gale 
and a high rolling sea on the Atlantic 
ocean while the vessel was bound 
for New York, owes his life to his own 
coolness and the seamanship of Cap­ 
tain A. R. Mills.

RUMOR SEEMS WELL FOUNDED 


Mayor Informs Dispatch Representa 


tive that Matter Has Been Under 


Consideration 


There have been rumors current for 
some weeks that Mayor Ousdahl is 
to be superintendent of the city wat­ 
er and light plants. 
These rumors 
have been more than usually active 
the past few days, even going so far 
as to set the 1st of March as the date 
of his taking charge of the plant. 
They also Included the retirement of 
"VVm. Nelson as secretary of the board. 
While no one would give these ru ­ 
mors official sanction they are and 
have been current, not only on the 
city streets but among the employes 
of the city. 
When asked about the 
m atter and 
he had resigned Mr. 
Nelson stated that he had not as yet, 
that when the board put another 
man in charge it would not be nec­ 
essary to resign, he had only to step 
out when they set another man at 
his w’ork. 
The rumors have also included the 
resignation of Mayor Ousdahl and 
have even gone so far as to connect 
the names of two alderman as the 
men of whom one would be named, 
with the position of mayor. 
Yes­ 
terday, however, a man close to the 
members of the water and light board 
expressed the opinion that it xvas not 
necessary for the mayor to resign 
th at he had the right to superintend 
the plant while acting as mayor; that 
as he had appointed the members of 
the water and light board he could 
dismiss them and run 
the 
plants 
without either waterboard or super­ 
intendent. 
When asked as to the matter of his 
appointment as superintendent May­ 
or Ousdahl stated to a Dispatch re­ 
porter this morning that while the 
m atter had been considered there 
had been no formal action taken and 
It was undecided as yet what would 
be done. 
He stated that if elected 
to the position of superintendent he 
would resign as mayor, and stated 
further, that under the charter he 
could not hold both positions. 


Health 
Commissioner 
Emphasizes 
Warning Regarding River 
Water 
Dr. P. M. Hall, commissioner of 
health, emphasizes today the warning 
sent out yesterday by Dr. H. M. 
Bracken of the state board of health 
against the use of Mississippi river 
; water for drinking purposes. 
The 
; daily analysis of the Minneapolis city 
water made by the bacteriologist of 
the health department, Dr. Hall says, 
show the presence of the colon bacilli, 
the germs of typhoid. 
There have been several cases of 
I typhoid in the city, widely scattered, 
and the health authorities concluded 
that the city water wras the source 
of infection. 
Later it w'as learned 
that Brainerd has an epidemic of ty­ 
phoid and the chemists concluded 
th at impurities from that city had 
contaminated the water supply of 
Minneapolis. 
Many people draw drinking water 
from park or neighboring wells. 
Dr. 
Halls says that because of the frozen 
; condition of the ground, preventing 
; it from acting as a natural filter, these 
! wells are liable to be as dangerous as 
the river. 
The only safe course is to 
boil all drinking w'ater. 
The city 
water is cold, tastes good, and many 
people regard 
it 
as 
particularly 
wholesome in winter. 
The contrary 
is the case, hygiene experts say. Riv­ 
er water is particularly dangerous 


I when the ground and streams are froz­ 
en. 
Boil it before drinking it.— Min­ 
neapolis Journal.

A central regis­ 
try bureau may be formed, so that 
the thousands of im m igrant children 
can be educated. 
An attem pt will tie 
made to change conditions in the labor 
cam ps ui> in the state of New York, 
where thou san ds of Immigrant aliens 
are working. 


W id er Distribution of Aliens. 
The com m ittee will attem pt iu time 
to put into effect a plan for a wider 
distribution of aliens so as to relieve 
congestion in M anhattan, 
An attem pt 
w ill be made to get tile railroads lead­ 
ing out of New York city to establish 
im m igrant ageists or agencies. 
These 
would keep the com m ittee informed 
of opportunities for labor and for the 
establishm ent of business and obtain­ 
ing farm lands along their routes. The 
com m ittee would keep this Information

for the benefit fit Immigrants 


and would co-operate w ith the various 
railroads in establishing im m igrants.
